the mortgaged property, so long as the capi- 
tal remuins at Atlanta. 

it wili be seen further that the counsel of 
the Northwestern Life Iasuracce Company 
agree to look w the city of Atlanta, as pri- 
mary liable to their client for the amount of 
the mortgage debt.

AccoOmpany!1 g the message is a communi- 
cation from B, 4. Hill & Son, dated January 
27th, saying the assumption by the city of 
Atlanta of the mortgige debt en the Capitol

BaIiVING STON HB. 


THE GREAT AFRICAN EXPLORER 
REALLY DEAD. 

Lonpon, January 27.—An official dispatch 
was received by the government to-day from 
Zanzibar. This dispaich states circumstan- 
tielly that Livingstone died in Labisa, after 
crossing the murshes, with water at one 
time, for three hours consecutively, above 
his waist, 

The sufferings of his whole party were 
terrible, and ten of them died in consequence. 
Members of Cameron’s party were suffeiing 
from fever and opthalmia, but would awaii 
the arrival of the Doctor’s remains and bring 
them to Ujiji. From the laser they would 
then be conveyed to Zanzibar, where it is 
expected they will arrive next month.

In fact, we think h3 made by far the best 
effort on that sice. 
He began by stating thitone year ago he intro- 
duced a similar bill. He thoayzht it right then, and 
bad seeu nothing to change hie opinion. He was 
aware that there was an honest cifference of opinion 
ertertaiued by members on this question, and be ac- 
corded them the same honesty of purpose, purity of 
motive, and elevated aim that he claimed for himself.

who, uader our founder Frederi.k Ludwig John, 
formed the nuclens of the present Brotherhood of 
Turners now extending al! over Europe, North and 
South Ameriea, Asia, Australia, nay, in every clime 
where the German language is Ffpoken.

To encourage our native tongue, to practice the 
virtues and customs of our fathers, to incu!cate ruch 
characteristics of our people as German sociabili’y, 
Gerinan simplicity, German indastry, frugality, pa- 
trivtism and h: nes'y, we hoid a solemn duty—in the 
fulfillment of which it is none the less our duty to 
adopt ourselves to America’s propor dema.ds as citi- 
zens and honestly atrive to emulate the mary noble 
qualities of the American people, whi. h contribute to 
render the land of our adoption the asylum of the 
oppre:sed of all nations. 

All this we can do while yet we cease to be German 
jo America and become German americans. 

Although our society éeliverations are conducted 
in the German tongue, it is simply for a proper re- 
gard tc the language of our fathers and the election 
to office: while it holds the German larguage a vre- 
requisite, considers Ouly the ability to szrve, regard- 
lees of national ty.
